Comanche County, told me this 
story; He was In the C nil W ar 
and with a lot of other soldier 
boys, he was taken prisoner by 
the Yankees and held for a long 
time m th a t noted Federal prison 
j in Cnicago, on Lake Michigan. 
< The prisoners were warned to stay 
' in certain bounds. Once he and 
j some of the other boys went over 
into another part of the camp 
I and were discovered there and

j high scaffold like a carpenter’s 
saw horse, only higher and long­ 
er. It was about 20 feet long and 
that high. The boys were made 
i to ( limb up on that thing which 
i the officer in charge called in 
j .ieri. ion. ‘‘General Forrest’s War 
House.” About 20 of the boys 
i climbed up on it and about that 
time a cold wind blew up off 
Lake Michigan and it began to

-vith the wind. Then they were 
made to climb it again and stay­ 
ed there in that cold wind for 
♦ wo hours and came near freez- 
,ng. He said they never did stray

Uncle Tobe Cross was another 
who was captured and held in a

prison, 
where 
he 
had 
smallpox in the worst form and 
they were not provided with any 
treatment nor even clean clothes. 
He said that irom every pore ex­ 
uded pus that stuck to his shirt, 
and by the tiime he was able to 
wash his shirt, it was perfectly 
stiff with the dried pus. and could 
stand up on the floor. War sure­ 
ly was hell and still is.
